Response to Amendment 



1 . . This action is in response to the amendment mailed December 9, 2003. 
Claims 1-21 are pending. 



NONSTA TUTORY DOUBLE PA TENTING 

2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded In public policy (a policy reflected In the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted liy a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. CIr. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and. In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 



3. Claims 1-21 are directed to an Invention not patentably distinct from claims 40-65 
of commonly assigned 09/147813. Specifically, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because they both Include a product comprising a sheet of plastic material, 
wherein the sheet is at least partly transparent and comprising a plastic core coated 
with a skin comprising at least one plastic film supporting a scratch-resistant layer. 
Additionally, they both Include where the skin has a thickness less than 500 urn and 
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comprises a thermoplastic film selected from the group consisting of polycarbonate, 
polypropylene, poly(methyl methacrylate) or cycloolefin copolymer. 

The U.S. Patent and Trademark Office normally will not institute an interference 
between applications or a patent and an application of common ownership (see MPEP 
§ 2302). Commonly assigned US 2001/0041251 A1, discussed above, would form the 
basis for a rejection of the noted claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) if the commonly 
assigned case qualifies as prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) and the conflicting 
inventions were not commonly owned at the time the invention in this application was 
made. In order for the examiner to resolve this issue, the assignee is required under 35 
U.S.C. 103(c) and 37 CFR 1 .78(c) to either show that the conflicting inventions were 
commonly owned at the time the invention in this application was made or to name the 
prior inventor of the conflicting subject matter. Failure to comply with this requirement 
will result in a holding of abandonment of the application. 

A showing that the inventions were commonly owned at the time the invention in 
this application was made will preclude a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) based upon 
the commonly assigned case as a reference under 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g), or 35 U.S.C. 
102(e) for applications filed on or after November 29, 1999. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Arguments over non-statutory double patenting rejection made over commonly 
assigned 09/147813 have been considered but are unpersuasive. Applicant argues the 
claims of the co-pending application do not disclose or suggest a product on which an 
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overmolded plastic material Is disposed on at least part of the exterior surface of the 
sheet. Claim 40 of commonly assigned 09/147813 discloses a glass-free motor vehicle 
window (product) comprising a plastic layer with at least one skin layer of a plastic film 
coated on the plastic layer, where the skin layer is in a shaped form and is supported 
completely or partly by a mould surface, an auxiliary means for shaping at least part of 
the skin to the said mold surface. The skin layer of 09/147813 is consequently 
overmolded over the plastic layer.
